SETTLE QUESTION OF POLICY 


Lieutenant-General Wingate on Trip to England Where 


Attitude of Government Toward British Somaliland 
Will Be Definitely Worked Out. 


KEKBERA, British Somaliland—The 

journey of the Sirdar of Egypt, Lieut.- 
Gen. Sir Reginald Wingate, to England, it 
ix hoped, will bring about a settled line 
of policy toward this strip of country, 
which has long caused the British gov- 
ernment a vast amount of uncertainty. 
It is a country where the elements of 
revolt are always at hand and ready, 
and where the problem of keeping order 
is complicated by the lack of transporta- 
tion and supply. 
For four years the Mullah, by name 
Mohammed-bin-Abdulla, has remained 
rather quiet and quite easily out of reach. 
After his adventure with a British force 
at Jidbali on Jan, 10, 1904, he was said 
to be a fugitive. Although the British 
tried to come to terms with him, offering 
him in February conditions that were 
not very exacting, he remained out and 
on -April 12, 1904, General Egerton re- 
ported that he had gone north and could 
not be reached. 

After this Abdulla entered into an ar- 
rangement with the Italian government 
by which he obtained a certain megsure 
of recognition and acquired a sphere of 
influence. lig, which had once been de- 
stroyed, again became his headquarters, 
and he gradually acquired influence, at- 
tracting many followers. He even invit- 
ed a member of the British Parliament 
to visit him, to witness the honesty of 
his intentions and the respect which he 
entertained for the British Raj. Never- 
theless it was manifest to those familiar 
with the country and its people that he 
was consolidating his forces and securing 
arms, with a single purpose in view. 

I.ast November, December and January 
small raids began. to take place and in 
December a big raid was made by the 
Mullah’s followers on the Habr Yunis, 
just on the frontier of Somaliland. By the 
end of December affairs had reached such 
a condition that the government decided 
to reinforce the Somaliland garrison, 
which it did, drawing on Nyasaland, East 
Africa and Uganda for forces, which in- 
cluded a camel corps from Kismayu.

The remarkable feature of the situa- 
tion lies in the fact that the fall of the 
minister came at a time when, under 
normal conditions, the vote of the depu- 
ties was safely controlled and just at 
a moment when, despite the gen- 
erally recognized inefficiency of the 
French minister of marine, the govern- 
ment was to have been given a vote of 
confidence. Clemenceau’s wholly un- 
called for and pointless attack upon M. 
Deleasse precipitated the storm. 

The most sweeping decisions are ex- 
pected in the fall elections as the re- 
turn of the majority of the deputies 
was dependent upon Clemenceau con- 
tinuing in office. 

In an interview with the United Press 
today M. Clemenceau declared that the 
defeat o his ministry. was a blow at him 
personally and not a defeat for the gov- 
ernment or its policies.

jugylery. A juggler cannot hold five 
large balls in one hand without spilling 
one or more of them. But he can keep 
these five balls in the air. “His hand is 
small, but space is large. So he simply 
‘utilizes his hand as a momentary rest- 
ing place for ball after ball and keeps 
the other balls circling around in regular 
‘order through the air. A librarian can 
find room for many books if he will only 
keep them in the air. Let him retain 
-a reserve on the library’ shelves— 
enough to satisfy a rational public de- 
mand -and then keep the rest of his 
books moving. 

He can send out a goodly supply to 
all the schoolrooms of his city. Perhaps 
they will do more good there than any- 
where else; let him also send out a sup- 

~ ply of at Jeast a hundred books to every 
Sunday school that will take them. Sun- 
day schools greatly appreciate public 
library books after they have formed 
the habit of taking them. The fire sta- 
tions are dull places for firemen and the 
tedium of their existence can be light- 
ened by a good supply of library books. 
The same statement applies with equal 
truth to police stations, hospitals, boys’ 
Clubs, old people’s homes and all chari- 
table institutions should have a goodly 
supply of books from the public library. 
Good libraries can be installed in local 
manufacturing plants and thus books can 
be brought to the attention of hundreds 
of workmen who would otherwise never 
see a library book. Numerous delivery 


stations, where branches are not pos- | 


sible, should be established in stores. 
But all cities of over 50,000 inhabitants 
should set about developing a branch 
evstem, with an ultimate view of secur- 


ing, in time, a well equipped branch 


library building in all the large centers, 


of population incall seetions of the city.

immeasurably lift the level of our na- 
tional intelligence. It would seem that 
here is a good chance for a new philan- 
thropist. 

There is a respectable group of reac- 
tionists who maintain that the public 
library as it is managed today makes it 
too easy for people to obtain books. 
What is obtained with so great ease, 
they contend, will be read without atten- 
tion or appreciation and do but little good. 
They call attention to the country boy 


in the early half of tlie last century who’ 


walked barefooted over the frozen 
ground for four miles to obtain a book. 
Such a boy, who afterwards developed 
into a Lincoln, a Greeley, a Garfield, or 
an Edison, appreciated his books, and 
absorbed from them the nutriment that 
afterward made him great. All this is 
plausible and undoubtedly true. But 
there were millions of boys who were 
not Lincolns or Edisons who would un- 
doubtedly have developed into a brainier 
and more efficient generation if they 
could have obtained books without mak- 
ing «a barefoot pilgrimage over four miles 
of frozen ground to secure them. The 
boys who will not walk four miles for 
a book are worth something also. It 
was much more difficult to get bananas 
50 years ago than it is today; and un- 
doubtedly bananas tasted better under 
those conditions than they do now. The 
eater got more from a banana than he 
does today. But no one maintains that 
the condition of the world would be im- 
proved if the possession of bananas 
should be rendered more difficult. Good 
things are undoubtedly appreciated when 
they are searce; but they are none the 
less good when they are numerous. It 
has been the age-long struggle of man- 
kind to make the obtaining of good 
things easy; and the modern tendency to 
make the book more accessible to the 
public will undoubtedly continue.

EDUCATION BUREAU GATHERS 
NATION'S LIBRARY STATISTICS 


WASHINGTON—The number of libra. 


ries known to the United States bureau 
of education to have more than 300 vol- 
umes in 1908 was 15,634. In the quest 
for library statistics for its report the 
‘bureau sent out blank forms to these 
15,634 libraries. About 8340 replies were 
received. 

Of these, 2298 reported 5000 volumes 
or over, 3342 reporting 1000 volumes or 
over but less than 5000, and abeut 2700 
reporting less than 1000 volumes each. 
It is believed that nearly all the libraries 
having as many as 5000 volumes are rep- 
resented in the statistics in the posses- 
sion of the bureau, but it is certain that 
there are more than 1000 libraries of 
from 1000 to 5000 volumes from which 
no returns were received. It is believed, 
in fact, that the number of school, so- 


volumes or more is in excess of 8000. 

The 2298 libraries of the 5000-volume 
- Class had an aggreyate of 55,350,163 vol- 
umes, and JO80 wf them reported 11,- 
259.569 unbound pamphlets. During the 
vear ending about -the middle of 1908 
there were 3,558,343 books and pamphlets 
added to 2025 of the libraries. 

The extent to which these depositories

One lamp is furnished with a white and 
the other with a red chimney. On the 
outer rim of the reflector is bolted an 
iron flange which causes the light to 


‘flash for an instant as the reflector faces 


the eye of the observer. 

By a proviso in the lease the club is 
bound to maintain a light of some kind 
on the island from June 15 to Sept. 15 


‘every year, or the island reverts to the 


lessor. The lamps flash their rays not 
only upon the lake but reaching to the 
distant hills of Litchfield, Monmouth, 
Manchester and Winthrop.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.—The opportunity 
to deliver at tidewater ready for ship- 
ment abroad its products intended for 
foreign markets, without having to add 
to the cost of production and ocean 
freight a prohibitive rail freight, is one 
of the necessities for Kansas City if: it 
is to develop as a manufacturing center. 
A vast agricultural region of which Kan-

A former effort to secure appropriations 
from Congress for dredging and improv- 
ing the river met with response that if 
the people of Missouri wanted to use the 
river they should begin using the river; 
then if it needed dredging the govern- 
ment would attend to it. Thereupon a 
steamboat company was formed to show 
the need for river navigation by navigat- 
ing the river. This company has agreed 
to turn over its complete equipment to 
the new movement as part of its work- 
ing outfit.

MON TANA—Edwin L. Norris, D.—-In my 
opinion, Montana will promptly ratify 
an income tax amendment, whether 
the question be submitted to the Leg- 
islature or to the people direct. 


NEVADA—D. 8S. Dickerson, D. 
judgment, sentiment of this state is 
favorable to an income tax. I have no 
doubt that the Legislature will ratify 
the proposed amendment authorizing a 
tax on incomes. 

UTAH—William Spry, R.—I am inclined 
to think that the income tax amend- 
ment will not meet with great favor in 
Utah. The matter has been before the 
people of the nation once before and, 
as I remember it, it did not meet with 
apecial favor. Because of this, I have 
no reason to believe that the people of 
Utah will change their minds. Person- 
ally, I am not an advocate of the idea.

WOOL PURCHASIN 
S MORE GENERAL 
NOW I GHARACTER 


Assurance of a Satisfactory 
Outlook for Fabrics Gives 
Tone to the Market and In- 
creases Inquiry. 


RECEIPTS PILING UP 


Assurance of a broad and satisfactory 
demand for products of the textile mills 
has given a more general and compre- 
hensive buying character to the wool 
market. There is considerable new in- 
quiry of a sort that presages transac- 
tions in good volume, as soon as agree- 
ment on prices and terms can be reached 
to mutual advantage. 

Reports current recently to the effect 
that good orders were coming to hand 
on men’s wear as well as on dress goods 
are confirmed by latest developments. 
Initial demand for delivery of fabrics in 
the first half of 1910 is fully up to the 
normal in volume, despite the increase 
in prices asked on all lines of goods. 

This is taken as an indication that es- 
timates of requirements have been in 
the main correct, and that dealers -in 
fabrics and apparel have allowed their 
stocks to dwindle so that the call for 
new supplies is very imperative. 

Firmness in wool valuations is natural 
under existing circumstances, and some 
of the dealers are not as yet convinced 
that top prices have been arrived at in 
the seaboard markets. 

Advices from abroad, however, and 
particularly from London, point to a gen- 
eral impression among British mill men 
that the summit has been ceached. There 
is considerable wool pow on hand and in 
prospect, and it is estimated that ex- 
ports from Australia fd? the new wool 
year, which is reckoned there from July 
1, will be not less than 2,000,000 bales. 
Shearing is already under way in some 
sections and the prospects are excep- 
tionally good for a splendid vield. 

Before the southern hemisphere sends 
forward its new product in great bulk 
into the world’s markets, however, the 
trade in this country will have to depend 
mainly upon domestic clips for its most 
pressing needs, and meanwhile, it is cal- 
culated, there will be little deviation 
from prevailing quotations on all the 
desirable offerixgs. 

It more difficult 
differentiate between the _ desirable 
and undesirable clips. Some of the 
wools that have figured in the latter 
category in recent years are meeting 
with unwonted demand this season be-

Receipts of all kinds of new stock 
have been very heavy in the past two 
or three weeks, exceeding the shipments 
by large quantities and giving to the 
market some appearance of accumula- 
tion. Nobody seems to_ regard this 
phase of existing conditions, however, 
with any idea that the market is get- 
ting top-heavy. 

Considerable of this wool is practically 
contracted for. The amount for which 
the dealers can see no prospective cus- 
tomers is comparatively small, and they 
are not at all concerned regarding the 
outlook for the immediate future. 

Montana wool in the original bags has 
changed hands lately on this market at 
27.cents per pound, and Wyoming at 
261% cents. For a special lot of half- 
blood Montana as high as 30 cents has 
been paid. California and Texas 12 
months’ wools have brought 28 cents, 
making them cost about 72 cents clean. 

There is less call for fleeces than for 
territories at the present time. For 
washed delaine the price has settled 
down around 40@41 cents now, and for 
unwashed delaine about 33@34 cents is 
asked. Ohio XX and above is quoted at 
36@ 37 cents. 

Carpet wools are held very firmly, and 
attempts of buyers to bear the market 
meet with no success, as a rule. Dealers 
report that some lots of wool that or- 
dinarily would be sold to carpet mills 
have been absorbed in other lines of 
manufacture, taking the place of more

SUPPORTS ESTIMATE 
ON FARN RESERVES 


Says Attack Upon Reserves 
of Wheat on March 1 Was' 
Made for Purpose of Finan- | 
cial Gain by Speculators.

Secretary James Wilson of the depart- | 
ment of agriculture has issued a state- | 
ment in support of his contention that |

were made for the purpose of influencing 
the market. His statement is as follows: 

“The bureau of statistics of the United 
States department of agriculture made 
an estimate on March 8 last, which in- 
dicated that the amount of wheat on 
farms in the United States on March 1, 
1909, was about 144,000,000 bushels. The 
estimate was challenged as being much 
too large; and considerable agitation was 
aroused by speculative interests desiring 
to create a public belief in a serious 
shortage in wheat supplies. 

“fn considering this question, account 
must be taken of the apparent supply 
and distribution of wheat during the four 
months from March 1 to July 1, 1909. 
To do this it is necessary to assume as 
approximately correct, official and trade 


estimates which have been generally ac- 
cepted without serious question; and to 
ascertain, first, the average monthly 
domestic consumption of wheat exclu- 
sive ‘of seed requirements, and, second, 
the approximate total quantity of wheat, 
in all positions, inthe United States on 
March 1, 1909. 

“First: The estimated population of 
continental United States in 1908-1909 
was about 87,000,000; the average annual 
domestic consumption of wheat per cap- 
ita, exclusive of seed requirements, is 
estimated at about 51% bushels. These 
figures indicate the total domestic con- 
sumption, exclusive of seed, during the 
year, to have been nearly 480,000,000 
bushels, or about 40,000,000 bushels per 
month. ; 

“Second: The total amount of wheat 
in the United States in all.positions on 
March 1, 1909 (including the wheat 
equivalent of flour) was about 244,000,- 
000 bushels, as indicated by the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Assuming that about 40,000,000 bush- 
els per month were consumed, exclusive 
of seed, the apparent supply and distribu- 
tion of wheat during the four months 
from March 1 to July 1, 1909, was as fol- 
lows:

“Of these 244,000,000 bushels, about 
74,000,000 bushels are accounted for by 
accepted commercial! statement of report- 
ed stocks in second hands (mills and ele- 
vators), including the wheat equivalent 
of flour, on March 1, 1909. The remainder, 
170,000,000 bushels, must have been on 
farms and in unreported stocks in second 


wheat on farms on March 1 (about 144,- 
000,000 bushels) would leave about 26,- 
000,000 bushels as the unreported amount 
in second hands on that date. 

But this is more than the amount esti- 
mated as having been so held, such 
amount being approximated as 20 per 
cent of the total quantity, reported and 
unreported, then in second hands, the re- 
ported stocks being regarded as embrac- 
ing about 30 per cent of the total. Twenty 
per cent of the total stocks would have 
been about 18,000,000 bushels unreported, 
which indicates that the quantity of 
wheat on farms on March 1, 1909, was 
more likely to have been under estimated 
than over estimated by the bureau of 
statistics. 

It is clear that the widely published 
attack on the estimate of farm reserves 
of wheat on March 1 was without basis; 
that it was unjustifiable; and that its

The window exhibits most clearly 
the characteristics of this style.

It seems a very short time ago since this distinguished son of 
Massachusetts, who had devoted the earlier years of his manhood to 
an important industry, emerged from the village of Dalton into 
state-wide prominence.

chiefly through the rise of German economic 
power in the far east, the activity of the 


powers 1s passing through a crisis, a period | 
of transition, during which it is essential that the readjustment 
from a political to an economic focus be effected with quickness 
and precision. Thus the interests of a power which like the United 
States 1s preparing to take up a peculiarly close position to the 
Chinese government, are best placed in the hands of a man with 
a strong business sense, and with a cosmopolitan outlook and tact. 

\s matters are developing in the far east, it is becoming more 
and more evident that renewed expansion is slowly growing out 
ot Russia's temporary retrenchment in Manchuria and on the Pacific. 
Her circumspect action in Persia, her reserve in the Balkans, the 
relinquishinent, temporary or final, of the march on India, and the 
steady colonization of Siberia are as clear indications of a resumed 
pressure eastward as are the Various commercial measures recently 
taken by her in the Pacific and her agreement with China ‘on the 
railway municipalities of North Manchuria. Such pressure may 
quickly become the dominant factor and so must necessarily form 
the object of close observation especially in how far it is susceptible 
of adjusting itself to the new economic standard, and above all 
to what extent it must interest Japan, rather than China. Evidently 
a man with an intimate acquaintance of Russian views and ways 
is alone capable of gauging such a situation and of coping with it. 
Kussia is ever pressing toward the ice-free port, the open sea. It is 
as necessary to her as the Panama canal is to this country and must 
be looked upon as a prime consideration in her imperial expansion 
and consequently in the far eastern situation; for strictly speaking 
there 1s a far eastern situation only since the Russian empire has 
become the next-door neighbor of the Chinese empire. Mr. Rock- 
hill’s transfer from Feking to St. Petersburg gave proof of a well- 
defined policy which is now confirmed by Mr. Crane’s appointment 
to succeed him in China.

ngland’s first alliance with Portugal was concluded in 12386, 
by the treaty of Windsor, and it was immediately followed by the 
marriage of King John I. of Portugal to Philippa, daughter of 
John of Gaunt. Their union gave the world Henry the Navigator 
who opened the era of discovery which ended in the conquest of 
the globe by the white race. The relations between the two king- 
doms continued close until the Napoleonic wars when Portugal be- 
came in all but the name a British protectorate. Later with British 
expansion in South Africa colonial questions came up which showed 
the value of the alliance from the English point of view, while the 
general scramble for African colonies, some thirty years ago, sud- 
denly placed a new valuation on the remnants of Portugal's once 
Vast empire. 
It is obvious that the renovation of the inner affairs of Dom 
Manoel’s kingdom will not be the only effect of the matrimonial 
alliance between the two dynasties. Its international aspect is of 
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even greater importance. Nor does it refer to Portugal's colomal 
Status alone, prominent as the latter has become in connection with 
the South African union scheme. For some time past, in fact since 
the rapprochement between England and Spain, it has been observed 
that British influence in Lisbon, while of course predominant, was 
no longer without a rival. Anglo-Spanish friendship appeared to 
have aroused apprehensions in Portugal and rumors of a possible 
change in the latter’s foreign policy seemed to point to a possible 
German ascendency even in Lisbon. The Kaiser's daughter was 
repeatedly mentioned as a matrimonial possibility for Dom. Manoel 
and at the same time the cession of Portuguese islands in the At- 
lantic was spoken of.

in the United. States, and one of the most 
Parcels Post stubborn of them has. been the contention 
: that the innovation would be followed by a 
and Revenue tremendous increase in the postofhce depart- 
ment deficit. In view of the fact. that we 
are at the present time struggling to over- 
come deficits, it is not surprising that this 
argument should be renewed now by those who are opposed to the 
parcels post in any and all circumstances. One of these, writing to 
a Philadelphia contemporary, goes so far as to say that “so great 
would be the deficit in the postoffice department, due to its introduc- 
tion, that a very intelligent showing may be made that governmental 
ownership of railroads would be the inevitable result.” 

It happens in this instance, however, that Postmaster-General 
Meyer, in a letter addressed to Senator Burnham on March 4, 
1908, anticipated this objection by stating that “the service can 
be rendered at a cost well within the rates recommended,” that is, 
twelve cents a pound. In connection with this, Postmaster-General 
Meyer wrote at the time: “The present rate on the general 
parcels post 1s sixteen cents a pound for people in our own country, 
the linut of weight being four pounds, while the rate from the 
United States to twenty-nine foreign countries is twelve cents a 
pound, and the limit’of weight to twenty-four of these countries is 
eleven pounds.” Mr. Meyer, after investigating the entire matter, 
furnished-arguments going to show that not only would the pareels 
post pay its way, but that it would produce a surplus. 

Under the terms of the pending propositions, however, the 
rates are to be so adjusted that the resulting revenue, in the opinion 
of those who have given the matter careful thought, will not only 
meet all of the added charges due to the inauguration of the system, 
but will actually create more revenue than is needed to wipe out the 
postal deficit, which last year amounted to more than $10,000,000. 

The assumption of the opponents of the parcels post is that the 
United States must necessarily fail where the express companies 
have succeeded. This assumption is not only weak but false. 
There would be no deficit in.the postoffice department if the public 
were not so well served. In other words, the reason of the deficit 
is that the public gets more than its money’s worth in service. The 
gain in efficiency of the posts counterbalances the lack of a money 
profit. , 
A parcels post system might be carried on with so much liber- 
ality as to result in causing a deficit, but this course is not called for 
and there is every reason to believed that it will not be followed. 
The parcels post can ‘be made to pay not only the public but the 
government. 
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As A CONSEQUENCE of a recent announce- 
ment of trafic arrangements between the

According to the announcement alluded to, the steamship com- 
pany will be ready for the shipment of this year’s wheat to Salina 
Cruz. From that point it will be carried across the narrow neck 
of land to the eastern terminus, where it will be transferred to 
Atlantic steamers for carriage to European ports. 

It has been stated recently, also, that the Canadian Pacific raij]- 
way has been in communication with the Management of the 
Tehuantepec ratlway with the view of using this route for the ship- 
ment of grain in bulk. There is a question, however, as to the 
possibility of doing this. The manager of the Canadian-Mexican 
steamship line declares that the grain will have to be sacked. He 
holds that to makes rates over the Tehuantepec route which will 
compete with tramp tonnage will not be possible so long as the latter 
inaintains its present low tariff. The rate, however,can be made 
low enough to compete easily with the old all-rail route. One of 
the obstacles which must be overcome in the matter of shipping 
wheat in bulk by the isthmian railway is that the time when such 
shipments would be made is during the period when the Atlantic 
vessels touching at the gulf terminus obtain good paying cargoes of 
cotton and coffee. Until grain shall move in volume to warrant 
putting on additional ships, it fs contended, it will be difficult to 
obtain the low rates necessary to make the shipments wholly 
profitable. : 

Nevertheless, the prospects are that the route will be thoroughly 
tested during the coming fall and winter. From Vancouver to 
Liverpool under the schedule agreed upon, the time will be thirty- 
eight days. The outcome will be looked forward to with great 
interest all along the Pacific coast of our country and Canada.

ot the Octobrist leader, and of other prom- 
went parhamentarians who recently paid a 
notable visit to England, nothing better 
could have happened to the triple entente than 
the outward defeat it sustained during the 
Balkan crisis. \t a recent interview ijn 
Paris, these gentlemen declared that the mith- 
tary pressure brought to bear on Russta by 
the two central powers had aroused in the governmental classes and 
the people the firm determination to draw. still closer to England 
and France. M. NKhomyakoff, the president of the Duma, especially, 
made the remarkable statement that the traditional relations between 
the Russian and German imperial houses were incapable of modttving 
the present course of Russian policy, and that such meetings az 
the Bjoerkjoe interview between Kaiser and Czar were quite irrele- 
vant from the diplomatic -point of view. 

If events should prove that Russian foreign policy is no longer 
subject to conflicting influences from various quarters but 1s 
actually tending to adjust itself to parliamentary government, then 
the triple entente stands an excellent chance of developing into an 
alliance, should such ever be considered a desirable outcome. Mean- 
while, it cannot be denied that the meeting in the Finnish skerries 
has made a singularly feeble impression even in Germany, despite 
the Kaiser's reference to it in his famous peace speech, while in 
Russia it has practically been ignored. Count Bobrinsky, who was 
also among the visitors to England, assured his French interviewers 
that the Russians were glad to see that their French allies had not 
been taken in by German blandishments. At any rate, Bjoerkjoe 
is now generally put in a class with Swinemuende, that interview 
between the Emperor William and the Czar which was completely 
obscured and offset by the tremendous effect of the Czar’s meeting 
with King Edward, at Reval. The inference would seem to be 
that if Swinemuende was followed by Reval,. Bjoerkjoe will be 
eclipsed by the coming meetings at Cowes and Brest. 

Hitherto the Anglo-Russian agreement has worked very well 
in the near and middle east. The appointment of two anglophile 
diplomats, M. Tcharykoff and M. Poklewsky-Koziell, to the posts of 
Constantinople and Teheran is calculated to facilitate cooperation 
to a notable extent, but it must not be forgotten that both in Turkey 
and Persia the supreme test is yet to come. The Franco-Russian 
alliance is gaining in strength as Russian parliamentary life is gaining 
in depth, and the entente cordiale between France and England 
has become the corner-stone of the foreign policy of both countries ; 
but a tripartite treaty that shall direct the safeguarding of the colossal 
interests of the three greatest colonial empires, if it grows at all, must 
grow as a part of the world’s most momentous events. That great 
events are preparing is evident to the most casual observer of the 
world’s affairs, and that the greatest event will be the ultimate 
establishment of: peace on a durable foundation must be evident to all 


who read the signs of the age truly.

the London season the galleries at Christie's 
are filled week after week with wonderful 
collections which one man gathers together 
~ and another disperses, in proof, it mught 
seem, of the vitriolic utterance of the prophet, “Vanity of vanities, 
all is vanity.” On the ninth of July last Christie's was fuller than 
usual. A huge assembly had collected to witness the great sale of 
the season, the dispersal of the collection of Sir Cuthbert Quilter ; 
and when the first picture was lifted on to the mast at one o'clock 
the crowd had overflowed out of the auction room into the adjacent 
gallery. 3 | 

It is said that times are bad, but to listen to the rapid fire of 
bids as picture succeeded picture on the mast no one would have 
thought so, and when the hammer fell on the last lot, a terra-cotta 
statuette by Jules Dalou, the sum of $450,000 had been bid. 

One of the first pictures to reach four figures was Corot’s lovely 
“Villa Pamphili,”” which sold for $7000. Then an Israels went for 
$11,500. After this the bidding was consistently high, and though 
a panel by Jimenez suddenly fell for $35, the bidding rapidly rose 
to $8500 for a David Cox. After this the great examples of the 
collection followed one another rapidly, and as picture after picture 
appeared it was greeted with applause. Herkomer’s splendid 
picture, “The Last Muster,’ the rows of red-coated pensioners 
seated in the chapel at Chelsea, which Charles II. built to humor 
Nell Gwynn,, fell after a succession of big bids for $18,500, and 
immediately after, for $14,280, Holman Hunt’s “Scapegoat,” the 
picture of which Ruskin once wrote, the artist had worked on in 
solitude, by the tideless salt marshes, painting “‘crag by crag, the 
purple mountains of Moab, and grain by grain, the pale ashes of 
Gomorrah.” Cecil Lawson's “Doone Yalley” and Leighton’s 
“Cymon and Iphigenia” went for sums like these, and then Millats’ 
magnificent “Murthly Moss” reached $15,300. 

Lord Randolph Churchill once said that he had tried every- 
thing from tip-cat to lion shooting, and found nothing so exhuilarat- 
ing as a great political debate in the Commons. Probably the great 
picture dealers know nothing to compare to a battle for a master- 
piece at Christie’s, and as bid followed bid for Turner's **Venus and 
Adonis,” and the ivory hammer stood poised in the air, the interest 
of the audience was manrtfest; when the hammer at last fell it was 
for $20,400. The highest price of the auction was reached a little 
later when Reynolds’ ““Venus and Piping Boy” was knocked down 
for $32,640. After this $24,480 for Romney's portrait cf the 


famous Mrs. Jordan, a similar sum for a Murillo, and $11,730 for a 


Velasquez were merely moderate. A week ago the owner refused 
$86,700 for the Murillo. Such is the tortune of the auction room.
